IVIGTUT, Greenland, June 10.—The 
Swedish Atlantic fliers are the first 
aviators to make a commercial trans- 
atlantic flight. The only logical route 
for such a service is by way of Ice- 
land and Greenland, because if planes 
are to carry mail or they 
need bases at least within 800 miles 
of each other. 

Iceland already has a good base 
for seaplanes at Reykjavik, created 
by the German Lufthansa and the 
Iceland Airmail Corporation. For 
| the last two years the Lufthansa has 
had two planes at Reykjavik for air- 
mail service.

Greenland, however, is quite 
another question. Here one is still 
beyond the fringes of civilization. 


Here there are no bases and every- 
thing must be transported, from air- 

plane. motors to matches, before 
anything can be started. 

I was asked by Captain Ahrenberg 
, to take charge of the preparations 
at the Greenland base at Ivigtut, 
which was used py the American 
world fliers in 1924 as a base, and 
so with Wilhelm Petersen, Danish 
Royal Air Service pilot, I left 
Copenhagen May 17 for Greenland, 
where I have spent much of my 
life } 
situated on the west coast, 
is Greenland’s greatest mining town 
Here is the only cryolith mine in the 
world, and the greater the 
product of the mine is shipped every 
year to a salt manufacturing com- 
pany in Philadelphia. 

I arrived here by steamer after a 
stormy voyage through pack ice that 
drifted up from the Greenland east 
coast, and have been very busy mak- 
ing everything ready for the fliers, 
who for the first time in history will 
cross the great inland ice cap of 
Greenland by plane. 

There is no experience by which we 
can appraise this flight. The plane 
may be forced down by ice forming 
on the wings, and the fliers may en- 
counter terrible arctic cyclones. The 
inland ice is the home of the storms 
and it is impossible to forecast what 
will happen. Navigation over this icy 
wonder of nature is a struggle with 
instruments only and no landmarks

Press Lashes Government. 


THE HAGUE, June 10 Lashed 
by criticism in the home press, the 
Netherlands Government took steps 
today to reinforce its Caribbean pos- 
sessions. The destroyer Kortenaer 
was dispatched this evening from 
the naval station at Nieuwediep for 
the Hook of Holland, where she will 
toke aboard tomorrow a detachment 
of landing troops and then proceed 
under full stream for Curacao 

The government was charged with 
“unbelievable carelessness’’ py Dutch 
newspapers for permitting a situa- 
tion to exist in which such an attack 
as the Willemstad raid could gain 
initial headway. 

The Telegraaf and the Handelsblad 
are the warmest critics. They point 
out that the traffic in Willemstad 
Harbor is greater even than in Am- 
sterdam’s and that the maintenance 
of order is essential to its interna- 
tional trade. They declare that the 
government neglected to _ provide 
siequate protection for the island 
dspite recommendations of naval 
merts and former Governors of 
Cwacao.

of England leaders. 

Preaching in Westminster Abbey, 
the Right Rev. Ernest William 
Barnes, Modernist Bishop of Birm- 
ingham, said it was certain the vast 
majority of living churchmen who 
felt the influence of the scientific 
method could find miracles no ald to 
faith. 

“The faith of the educated Chris- 
tian,’’ he said, ‘‘is a faith in the ulti-' 
mate triumph of the spirit, and re- 
ligion for him is his endeavor as an 
to share in the victory. 
Many Modernist clergymen regard 
themselves under no obligation to 
defend the miraculous story of the 
New Testament. Such controversy, 
they fell, is best ignored in order 
that the main work of religious re- 
vival may be done. Any young man 
enthusiastic for all the knowledge of 
our age ca ntoday without dissimula- 
tion or hypocrisy become an Angli- 
can clergyman.”’ 

The Most Rev. William Temple, 
Archbishop of York, speaking at 
Oldham, declared the perils of an 
unscientific education were as noth-

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POPE PROMULGATES DEMOCRATS 
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VATICAN STATE LAW RASKOB AND SHOUSE 


Pontiff, Under First of 21 
Articles, Has Full Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial Powers. 


GOVERNOR ADMINISTRATO 


Pontiff Receives in Audience Phila- 


delphians, Including Relatives 


of Cardinal Dougherty.

VATICAN CITY, June 10.—The 
‘fundamental law,’’ or constitution, 
of the State of the Vatican City 
came into force today. By it Pope 
Pius XI becomes dictator of his tiny 


State, since all the power, legis- 
lative, executive and judicial, is 
vested in him alone. He may dele- 


gate some of his powers to others, 
as, for instance, to the Govérnor of 
Vatican City or to the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, but these are respon- 
sible to him only. Similarly, the 
Pontiff alone is empowered to ex- 
amine and approve the budget of 
Vatican City, which is to be submit- 
ted by the Governor. 

The statement of the Pope's 
supreme power in everything apper- 
taining to Vatican City is contained 
in the first of the twenty-one articles 
of the fundamental law, which the 
Pontiff promulgated today. It reads: 

“‘The Supreme Pontiff, as sovereign 
of the State of Vatican City, has 
fullness of legislative, executive and 
judicial power.”’ 

These powers are to be vested in 
the Sacred College of Cardinals dur- 
ing an interregnum between the 
death of one Pope and the election 
of his successor, but any legislative 
measure taken by the Cardinals will } 
not be valid unless it is ratified by 
the new Pope. 


Governor’s Functions. 


Succeeding articles provide that 
the Secretary of State may represent 
Vatican City. The Pontiff may dele- 
gate legislative power on certain 
sp.-cified occasions to the governor. 
The governor has the right to issue 
regulations to ensure the observance 
of the laws without any special 
authorization from the Pope. 

Civil cases in the territory of Vati- 


can City will be tried by a special 
court, whose judges and officiais are 
about to be appointed. The sacred 


tribunal of the Rota and the Su- 
preme tribunal Signatura will act 
as courts of appeal. Penal cases | 


are to be féried by a courts com- 
posed of one or more judges appoint- 
ed by the Governor of Vatican City. 
Any one who believes his rights or 
interests have been injured by an 
administrative act of Vatican City 
authorities can appeal to the Pope 
through the Councilor General of 
State. 
The fundamental law states also 
that the Vatican City legal system | 
will be based on canon law and 
pontifical constitutions and rules is- 
sued by the Pope or authorities dele- 
gated by him. Temporarily, how- 
ever, in all cases not covered by 
Vatican law, Italian law and regr-' 
lations emitted by the province of ! 
Rome and the Governor of Rome! 
will be applied provided they do not 
conflict with divine rights, with the 
principles of canon law or with the 
provisions of the Lateran treaties. 
The fundamental law ends by stat- 
ing that the flag of the State of 
Vatican City is to be be white and 
yellow with the Papal arms and 
crossed keys surmounted by a tri- 
regnum in the middle. The coat of 
arms will consist of crossed keys and 
a triregnum in the field. The sea! 
will consist of crossed keys and a 
triregnum enclosed in four concen- 
tric circles, which bear the 
graph: ‘State of Vatican City.”

Mr. Raskob's Address.

Mr. Chairman and Friends: 

First, let me say that nothing 
more enheartening could happen to

PASTOR TELLS OF WEDDING 


Says Slayer Posed as Doctor at

ELIZABETH, N. J., June 10 
Henry Colin Campbell, 61 year-old 
civil engineer, went on trial today 
before Justice Clarence E. Case and 
a jury in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer. He is charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Mildred Mowry, fol 
lowing a bigamous marriage and the 
realization that he could not support 

two homes. 

The day's evidence included ac- 
counts of the findings of Mrs. 
Mowry’s body and the text of a con- 
fession alleged to have been made by 
Campbell the night of his arrest two 
months ago. etters, one 
wife and mother of his three chil- 
dren, and seventeen to Mrs. Mowry, 
were also admitted as evidence. 
Finaliy there was testimony regard- 
ing the discovery of morphine tablets 
in Campbell's home. 

William Morozo, confidential-stenog- 
rapher of Prosecutor Abe J. David 
identified the confession. He took 
the statement from Campbell's dicta 
tion, he said, and heard the 
prosecutor ask Campbell whether he 
made it voluntarily and the prisoner 
answered that he did. 


Confession Describes Murder. 


The confession was to the effect 
that Campbell met Mrs. Mowry 


through a matrimonial agency, mar- 
ried her, obtained about $200 from 
her and then found that he was 


;} unable to maintain her in a home 


of her own. So he took her in his 
car to Cranford, shot her, and then 
carried the body to the roadside of 
Springfield Avenue, poured gasoline 
upon it and set it afire. 

In the confession Campbell is 
quoted as saying he shot Mrs. Mowry 
with a pistol numbered 267222, but 
the actual number of the pistol of- 
fered in evidence by Mr. David was 
267229. Francis A. Gordon, Camp- 
bell’s attorney, objected to its ad- 
mission. Morozo explained that he 
had mistaken the 9 for a 2.

It was the 
consensus that the bank could suc- 
ceed without American aid, but that 
in such an event the handicap would 
be very great. 

Paul M. Warburg, chairman of the 
International Acceptance Bank, crys- 
tallized the sentiment of the banking 
community by saying that he be- 
lieved that the substitution of finan- 
cial minds for a political body would 
be the wisest course. 

“I think the injection of the Bank 
International Settlements was a 
most ingenious and happy idea, not 
only because through its medium it 
has become possibie to substitute a 
group of the best business minds as 
judges for a political body, but also 
because in the field of economics and 
finance the bank is likely to play the 
part of a balance wheel. It is likely 
to act as a stabilizer not only be- 
tween Germany and her creditors but 
also between other countries.”’

“The first issue. which is expected 
to total about $400.000,000, of which 
rather more than $100,000,000 would 
probably be marketed here, would 
probably bear the joint guarantee of 
all the allied governments,"’ he said

wealth to her shameless kin Their 
tumultuous appeals, including those 
of a wise and mundane young sis 
ter, move her to forsake her real 
love for the kindly but simple man 
who deceives himself that she is in 
love with him, 

This, in Heu of anything better, Is 
act one, close upon whose sound and 
fury it appears that the Mark 
Chandler himself is forsaking a 
previous attachment of some years 
to claim his share of life's sweeter 
xifts. But when it is made clear to 
him that Elizabeth Girard bas not 
only been forced by her family to 
accept him for his money, but had 
also given herself to another man, 
such dire threats are dismissed in 
hurricane fashion. An open-hearted 
gentleman, Mr. Chandler forgives 
all, and the rosy glow of the con- 
clusion suggests that every one is 
either neatly married to the right 
person or is about to be. 

In submit ting this more than twice 
told tale, Mr. Grew is at no pains to 
exclude any of the familiar pathos 
and frankly burlesque humor that 
have adorned it on all previous ap- 
pearances.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover will soon be asked to 
act as arbiter in an effort to adjust 
the difficulties that led toe a rupture 
in the athletic relations between the 
service academies at West Point and 
Annapolis. 

The athletic authorities of the two 
institutions came to a parting of the 
ways owing to the refusal of West 
Point to subscribe to the intercolle- 
giate rule which prohibits a student 
from playing more than three years 
on a varsity football team. The 
Naval Academy adopted the three- 
year rule and gave notice that until 
West Point adhered to it there would 
be no games between the two teams. 

The trouble goes back to 1925, but 
in that year, at the solicitation of 
President Coolidge, the academies 
patched up a truce and their football 
teams payed in the Chicago Stadium.

United Stores Plans a Vast Re- 
tail Chain in This Country 
and Canada. 





ASSETS TO BE $250.000.000 


Program Contemplates About 4,500 
Stores—Special Drive on Trade- 
Marked Goods. 





| A far-reaching combination of food, 
drug and tobacco store chains, with 
international ramifications, is being 
formed by the organizers of the 


United Stores Corporation, projected 
holding company for the United 
Cigar Stores Company, Tobacco 
Products Corporation, and Union 
Tobacco Company, it was learned 
vesterday from a representative of 
the new corporation. 
Announcement of a plan for amal- 
gamating the three tobacco com- 
panies into the United Stores Cor- 
poration was made on Sunday. It 
disclosed that the terms on which 
stock of the three subsidiaries will 
be exchanged for the stock of the 
parent company would leave a larg» 
portion of the latter’s 15,000,000 
shares of common stock available 
for use in acquiring other companies. 
The plan of expansion of the direc- 
tors of the new corporation, if suc- 
cessful, will result in the acquisition 
of several independent chains of 
stores, including at least one food 
chain and at least one large Cana- 
cian chain. 


Sales Will Be Doubled. 


Several hundred stores will be 
edded to the corporation’s system, 
and its retail sales, which at present 
consist solely of the sales of the 
United Cigar Stores Company, will 
be more than doubled 

The total assets of the corporation 
upon the completion of this program 
would be at least $250,000,000, com- 
pared with assets of $161,000,000 
when the initial step—the merger of 
the three tobacco companies—has 
been concluded. 

Canadian interests, which will be 
represented on the board of the new 
company by Sir Herbert Holt, presi- 
dent of the Royal Bank of Canada, 
and R. W. Jameson, recently chair- 
man of the Dominion Stores, Ltd., 
of Canada, will purchase a large 


block of stock in the company from 


Charles A. Whelan and G. J. Whe-| 
lan, the brothers who have controlled | 


the three tobacco companies for 
many years. 

The Whelans have been eager for 
some time to take a less active part 
in the management of their proper- 
ties. It was said, however, that they 
would still have a large financial in- 
terest in United Stores after dispos- 
ing of a part of their holdings to 
Canadian bankers 


| Bankers’ Names Withheld. 
Identified with the Canadians in 

financing the new enterprise will be 

several American bankers. While 


names of the latter were not made 
public, a spokesman for the company 
said there was no foundation for the 
report that J. P. Morgan & Co. were 
connected with the enterprise. 


Indications of the United Stores 
Corporation’s plan to enter the food- 
retailing field, as well as Canadian 
merchandising, were contained in the 
announcement of the names of the 
directors of the new company. 

Of the nine directors already an- 
nounced, five are heads of large food 
companies. They are George K. Mor- 
row, who is sla.ed to head the new 
company and is chairman of Gold 
Dust Corporation and president of 
Standard Milling Company and the 
Best Foods Company, Inc.; his 
brother, Frederick K. Morrow, direc- 
tor of Gold Dust, Consolidated Bak- 
eries, Flour Mills of America, Inc., 
and the Bank of Toronto; George M. 
Moffett, vice president and director 





of Corn Products Refining Com-| 
pany; Thomas H. McInnerney, presi- | 
dent of National Dairy Products, and 
W. A. Black, president of Ogilvie 
Flour Mills. 

These men, it was said, will direct 
the company’s expansion into the 
retailing of trade-marked food prod- 
ucts. The company alread: controls 
United Cigar Stores’ chain of 1,200 
tobacco stores and, through the 
United Cigar, the Whelan chain of 
several hundred drug stores. Ex- 
pansion in the drug field through 
acquisition of other chains is ex- 
pected. In addition, the company will 
enter the luncheonette chain field 
more extensively through the addi- 
tion of lunch counters to many of 
the United Cigar stores. 

The company’s expansion in chain- 
store merchandising will be directed 
largely by Mr. Jameson, who is slated 
for the position of executive vice 
president, it was said. Mr. Jameson 
has had thirty years of experience 
in the chain-store business in Canada, 
merchandising food and other prod- 
ucts. He resigned recently as chair- 
man of the board of Dominion Stores, 
Ltd. 

When the program has been com- 
pleted it is expected that United 
Stores Corporation will control about 
4.500 stores in this country and 
Canada.
